Boyce Stresses 
Positive Action

Dr. Merle Boyce, Republi­ 
can candidate for Congress 
in the 17th District, yester 
day outlined a "positive ap­ 
proach to government a 
problems." at a meeting of 
the Wilmington Kiwanis 
Club. One of the points 
stressed by the Republican 
contender was the contro­ 
versial pending legislation of 
a 20 percent withholding tax 
on dividends and savings ac­ 
counts. "We should insist,' 
he said, "that government 
keep its hands off the sav­ 
ings of our elderly citizens 
and the small accounts set 
aside for our children. The 
way to aid our economy is 
not to harrass our small sav­ 
ers, but to encourage them,' 
Boyce said.

Boyce further stated that 
he felt that every citizen, re. 
gardlesfi of party, would be 
interested In a sound farm 
program: one that would 
gradually reduce subsidies 
which have been draining 
away not only our tax 
money but also our re­ 
sources.

"Such utter disregard and 
itvefiponsiibility In the use of 
government funds is basis 
for the present Blllie Estes 
scandal, in which the Under
 Secretaries of Labor and 
\griculture, and several top 
officials In the Agriculture 
Department have resigned 
or been fired and are now 
under federal investigation,1 
Boyce remarked.

The Republican hopeful 
aJ»o advocated a mandatory 
limit upon the national debt; 
a "complete revision" of the 
existing tax structure and an 
end to wasteful subsidies as 
a means of solving govern­ 
mental money problems.

Dr. Boyce. a life-long resi­ 
dent of 17th District, con­ 
cluded that in the final anal­ 
ysis, sincere and dedicated 
Congressmen are the peo­ 
ples only safeguard against 
^n overly ambitious bureau-
 acy.
